Budding consists in taking a bud 
from one tree and Inserting it under 
the bark of another tree, says Ameri 
can Cultivator, It is used to take the 
place of grafting and is practiced in a 
commercial way in propagating peach- 
es, plums, cherries, roses and certain 
varieties of ornamental trees and 
shrubs, It Is essential that the bud 
and stock unite freely.

With the spatula 
of budding knife loosen the lips of 
bark In angle of the T cut and slip in 
the bud (see Fig. Bb), The bud must be 
beld firmly tu place by a bandage 
wound above and below, being care 
ful to leave the eye of the bud uncor 
cred. Rafia fiber (wet), bast, candle 
wick or waxed cloth may be used for 
tying. Raffa is usually employed, If 
the bud “takes” remove the bandage 
in about ten days by cutting loose on 
back side of stock to prevent the bin. 
dering of growth of bud, In three or 
four weeks cut off the stock just above 
bud to stimulate the growth of new 
bud, 

Peaches are budded the same year 
that the pits are planted, As soon as 
the seedlings are large enough to hold

Winter Wheat, 

A remarkably good yleld of winter 
wheat has been secured by growers 
representing a very large area of the 
winter wheat belt, It is also reported 
that the grain ts of exceptionally high 
quality, This gratifying rewult will add 
to the substantial prosperity that pre 
valle throughout the country, Winter 
wheat as a money crop has begun to 
interest farmers who hitherto have oot 
grown it to any appreciable extent, A 
number of Iilinols corn belt farmers, 
for example, are planning to seed much 
of thelr land to wheat this autumn 
Wheat fits Into rotations aud is a de 
pendable crop, It can be grown at an 
attractive profit as a rule, and owing 
to the perfection of machiuery having 
to do with Its production the crop aim: 
plifies the farm labor problem to some 
extent, There probably will be more 
land sown to wheat this year than for 
many seasons, Where it is a reliable 
crop itis a money maker, But it ts bad 
farming to grow wheat In succession 
on the same land, It should be fol 
lowed by other crops, especially leg 
umes, and phosphorus usually should 
be applied to soll used for grain grow:

Dr. Workman Camped 
Point 


at Highest ; 
Attempted by Man, 


Paris, May 27.—After having ex: 
plored the mysteries of the Himalay- 
an Mountains and ascended to heights 
o man, Dr. and 
Mrs. William 1H. Workman, the veter- 
Americon. explorer, have arrived 
jin Paris from India, 

“This last summer said Dr, Work- 
man, “‘we camped at the highest al- 
titude ever attempted by man—21,- 
800 feet. This was in the unexplor- 
ed Munkin range of mountains, in the 
province of Surv, Kashmir, From 
this snow plain, surrounded by weven 
peaks, we ascenhed to the altitude 
of 22,720 feet, where I stopped to 
take photographs, as the mist was 
rapidly increasing, while Mrs, Work- 
man climbed on the top, which was 
28,800 feet. Only°once haw this re- 
cord been broken, and that was in 
1903, when I climbed on the Chogo 
Lungma glacier to the height of 
23,504 feet.

Valleyfield Cotton Mills Employes 
Form An Entity of Their Own, Out- 
side the Town Proper—Queer Mix. 
ture of Dialects—Old Country Spin- 
ners Can Take Everything In Their 
Machines, So Expert Are They. 


A characteristic bit of England has 
n set down in Valleyfield, and is 
worth the notice, 

ary is this the case, inasmuch 
as all about it are the customs, the 
manners, the temperament, the lan- 
guage, the genius, of another and pre- 
ponderating race. 

The Valleyfield Cotton Mills em- 
ploys something like three thousand 

ands. They are outside the town 
proper, and form an entity of their 
own, 

The town proper is dis to take 
its ease a bit. The organism which has 
formed itself about the cotton mills is 
strenuous to a degree. 

You will hear, in Valleyfield, the un- 
diluted French tongue, and likewise a 
dialect which could scarcely be called 
“English, pure and undefiled,” but 
which is exceedingly picturesque, and 
reminiscent of old scenes and memor- 
ies precious beyond the telling to those 
who have wandered through the scent- 
ed lanes of Lancashire. 

Manned By English Spinners. 

Tt was the aim of the late Mr. J. F. 
ault to have the mills manned by 
english cotton spinners. This was not 
because of any objection either to the 
French or English-speaking spinners 
on the spot—per se—but because the 
English spinners were supposed to 
have superior skill—hundreds of thous 
sands of men and women in the Lan- 
cashire district having been, so to say, 
born in the spinning mills in the Old 
Country. 

And so, in parties, the spinners were 
brought over, Sometimes the family 
came, Again, there would be a group 
of twenty or fifty, 

If assistance were needed, it was 
supplied, through an yc age by 
which the money was repaid in enay 
instalments, 

Agents were sent over to the Old 
Country to make careful selections, 

The chief provocation waa higher 
wages. And when the first parties 
wrote home favorably it was easy to 
induce others to come out 


4 Exceedingly Expert. 


The Old Country cotton spinners are 
exceedingly expert. They can take 
every atom of possible product out of 
their machines 

And in this country they make al- 
moat double the wages which it was 
possible for them to earn at home 

The directors of the mills determin- 
ed to mimic the outward life of the Old 
Country as nearly as possible, so as to 
give the idea of home-likeness and pre- 
vent dissatisfaction within the new en- 
vironment, 

Accordingly, when the people came 
out, they found themselves addressed 
by their foremen in the dialect which 
had beqn theirs for generations, and 
which is chiefly notable for ite indiffer- 
ence to the aspirate, 

In this dialect, the ‘h’* oppeare 
when it is quite superfluous, while in 
the instance in which it is demanded 
it is conspicuous by its absence. 


Model Homes For Workers. 


The company had provided model 
homes for the spinners, with water 
supply, electric light, stationary wash 
tubs, little bite of gardens, ete., at 
easy rents, while they had not forgot 
ten the social side of the life of some 
three thousand people, 


Churches, schools, gymnasi, read- 
ing-rooms, skating rinks, debating 
clubs, shooting clubs, and the like 


were set on foot, and in brief space, 
the envirenment took on a settled, 
home-like look, which was a great 
gratification to all concerned. 

Living ia a little higher than in Eng- 
land, but, on the other hand, the 
Wages correspond and more than cor 
respond to the need, It is the habit 
(though it le not so extensively peas, 
tised as in England) for both husband 
and wife to 4° to work together, leav- 
ing the children (if there be any) to 
the care of grandmother (if so useful 
an institution be handy), or to some 
other old woman or women, who, for 
4 certain consideration, keep them 
during the day. This, of course, ne- 
cessitates the waking of the children 
at five o'clock in the morning, winter 
and summer, and the carrying of them 
to the central point of oversight, and 
there is considerable hardship here, 


Women Work Voluntarily,

SACRED THREADS, 


The Cords Worn by the Three Castes 
of the Hindoos, 

The sacred thread of the Brabmans ts 

well known, It is a caste distinction 
Sssumed at an early age and never 
parted with, It must be made by a 
Brahman and should consist of three 
strands, each of a different.color, for 
ty-elght yards Iu length, doubled and 
twisted together twice, the ends tied 
in knots, It must be worn next the 
ekin, over the left shoulder, hanging 
down to the thigh on the right aide, 
The three castes of the Hindoos are 
distinguished by the material of these 
threads—cotton for the Brahmans, 
hemp for the warriors and wool for the 
artisans, The Parsees also wear the 
sacred thread, and boys of seven or 
nine are invested with it, the threads 
used being made always of fibers of 
the suru tree, Monler Williams de 
“scribes the sacred girdle of the Par. 
sees as made of seventy-two woolen 
threads, forming a dat band, which ts 
twined three times around the body 
and tied in two pecullar knots, the se 
cret of which Is known only to the 
Parsees, 

The use of “medicine cords” Is com: 
mon among North American Indians, 
Mr, Bourke describes those worn by 
the Apaches, These consist of one, 
two, three and four strands, to which 
are attached shells, feathers, beads, 
rock crystal, sacred green stones and 
other articles, doubtless employed sym- 
bolically.

All Provinces of Canada Share In| 
Sixty Million Dollar Development 
—Thousands of Miles of Steel, 


The year 1906 will go on record as 
one of extraordinary expansion in 
railroad building Without taking! 
electric roads into account, it is esti- | 
mated that 3,314 miles of new rail- 
way are under construction in Can- 
ada, at an approximate cost of 62 mil- 
lions, The actual construction of 
these lines will probably cost forty 
four millions, the other eighteen mil 
lions be spent in equipment 

James J. tilt is building lines in 
British Columbia in connection with 
the Great Northern system, aggregat 
ing 419 miles, and as he is building | 
in a mountainous country his opera 
tions are likely to cost a round ten!

Canadian Artist Abroad. 

One of the best known of Canadian 
artists is Mr, Henry Sandham, who 
although he has lived for the past «> 
ears in England, and previous to that 
lor some time in Boston, te atill proud 
to call himself a son of Canada, Mr 
Bandham was born at Montreal in 
1842. From his earliest years he wa 
fond of drawing, and did such excel 
lent work in the studio of the lat 
William Notman that he was giver 
& partnership in the firm. His first 
artistic tuition was received from Mr 
J. A. Fraser, who has since won dir 
tinction a8 an original painter, Vogt 
Way and Jacobi also gave personal 
instruction, and all joined in advis 
ing the young man to pursue his stu 
dics in teed He took their advice, 
and spent some time in study, re 
turning to Canada in 1880, when he 
was chosen aa one of the eight charter 
members of the Royal Canadian Aca 
demy. In Boston, where he settled 
he quickly won a« reputation as one of 
the foremost artiste on the continent, 
became widely known as a magazine 
illustrator, His sketches in The Cen- 
tury representing Canadian sport are 
stil femamaered. 

Mr, Sandham's most famous work 
ie the historical piece, “The Dawn 
of Liberty,” or “The Battle of Lex- 
ington.” This occupied his time for 
four years, and is a model of care and 
exactness in detail, In Canada Mr 
Bandham's best known painting is the 
portrait of Sir John A, Macdonald 
which” hangs in the Senate Chamber 
at Ottawa, and which has been pro- 
nounced the best likeness existing of 
the famous stateman, But this versa- 
tile artist does not confine himself 
to historic pieces and portrait-paint 
ing. He i» at home in almost any 
line, and has lone excellent work in 
landscape painting, in oll and color, 
in etching, and in black and white il- 
lustrating, At present he has paint 
ings on exhibition at several of the 
leading centres in Britain,

It Is too often the case with many | 


farmers or dairymen that they keep 
their cows, regardless of their produc 


i ing capacity, till they are old before | 


they replace them with others. A cow 
should be, as it were, a trial, And her | 
owner should be exacting enough to de- 
mand large returns from good feed and 
treatment. Every generation of cows 
can for many years yet be made an 
improvement on their dams. Then the 
more rapidly one generation of cows is 
made to repli.e nuother the more rap- 
idly will the herd improve tn producing 
capacity if the proper care is exercised 
in breeding. It ts possible to have all 
cows In the herd approach and even | 
equal the best cow In the amount and 
quality of milk given. A little ambition 
and enterprise on the part of dairymen 
should soon bring this about,
